THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


Dear Playgoer: 


Another season almost over! At this time of year I always find myself looking back 
upon the last nine weeks, trying to measure the success we have had with the current 
roster of plays against those of other years. Although I say it who perhaps should not, 
our fortieth anniversary at the Cape Playhouse has been, it would seem, one of our most 
successful and most distinguished. We have been fortunate in our stars, and fortunate 
also in the calibre of plays which were available to us this year. Each year I, like many 
other theatre managers, make the effort to compile a list of presentations which will 
form a well rounded season of dramas, comedies, and musicals; to appeal to an audi- 
ence toat will not be limited to one visit to our theatre, but will want to return either 
week after week, or year after year. I think that the 1966 Cape Playhouse season has 
been just that sort of season, and the reaction of the press and of the majority of our 
regular patrons would seem to confirm that impression. 


Pensive as I am at this time of year, I ran across a piece written by my very good 
friend Walter Perner, Jr., Director of the famous Bucks County Playhouse in New Hope, 
Pennsylvania, and published in that theatre’s program. Mr. Perner seems to have con- 
cerns similar to mine, and he offers a unique solution to the soul-searching which is a 
part of a manager’s job. Herewith his article: 


“T am happy to announce that, after much discussion and soul-searching, we 
have decided on a major change in policy here at the Playhouse for next season. 
We are going to turn the theatre into one large orange-drink stand. 


“You may think I’m joking about this but, actually, this is a very serious 
program that has been most carefully arrived at and thought through. You see, 
a thorough study of our books and records has revealed that we are making a 
comfortable profit on the operation of our refreshment stand and just about 
breaking even (as always) on the theatre. Thus, with keen business acumen 
and shrewd Yankee-trader insight, we have decided that the logical step is to 
focus our efforts and energy on the more profitable aspects of our business and 
eliminate the more troublesome, less profitable aspects entirely. My accountant 
has assured me that this is sound business.thinking and I’m sure that my action 
will be roundly applauded in Business Week, the Wall Street Journal, Fortune,

and other trade papers. Frankly, I think it will be one of the most exciting new 
directions in the American Theatre in years. 


“Think of it. No longer will we have to worry about assembling the best 
possible shows, about maintaining our prestige and professional reputation. I 
mean whoever heard of a prestige ice-cream cone? I realize that we’re running 
the risk of some critic or other panning us: ‘It is distasteful to this viewer to 
have to report that first night’s chocolate mint-chip was poorly conceived, badly 
executed and miserably directed. We’ve come to expect better from the Play- 
house.’ 


“But that’s a chance we'll have to take.” 


In all honesty, I must admit that I am pleased that such a radical departure from 
past policy is not indicated yet for the Cape Playhouse. The managing of a summer 
theatre is a risky business, but, after a season such as we have had, it is also a very 
rewarding one. 


I do want to thank you for your support; whether it be for just the performance 
you are seeing tonight, or for several plays, or for the entire season. I hope that you 
will be among our friends and patrons next year, when the Cape Playhouse begins its 
forty-first season.
